Outdoor security guards in 
policeman-type uniforms and 
indoor hall monitors with 
burgundy blazers soon will be 
taking charge of security at 
Romulus High School. 

The board of education 
voted Monday to authorize the 
hiring of three outdoor 
security guards for night-time 
work and six hall monitors to 
work inside during school 
hours. The board also 
authorized the purchase of 
uniforms. 

Security became a problem 
at the high school several 
years ago, according to 
Romulus High School Prin- 
cipal Joel E. Carr. Hall 
monitors were hired and 
security guards from private 
agencies brought in to police 
the school grounds at night. 

•WE HAVE BEEN less than 
elated with the performance 
of the security guards, so we 
wanted to hire our own 
people,” Carr said. 

Two security guards will 
patrol the ground each night, 
in addition to several daytime 
outdoor guards Assistant 
Principal William MacDonald 
said. MacDonald is in charge 
of security at the high school. 

The uniforms worn by 
outside guards will consist of 
navy blue pants, blue shirts, 
navy police-type jackets, hats 
and ties, he added. 

“We want them to look as 
much like policemen as they 
possibly can,” he explained. 

THEIR DUTIES will be to 
protect the outside property at 
the school and also work with 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department officers and 
teachers assigned to crowd 
control at athletic events. 

They also will police the 
Students outside the building 
during the day. 

The indoor hall monitors 
check passes during class 
hours, fill out misconduct 
forms on students, drive ill 
and suspended students home, 
supervise bus loading and pick 
up attendance records. 

The board agreed Monday 
to hire the guards as tem- 
porary employes at $3.25 per 
hour until a wage agreement

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AN OPEN LETTER TO THE COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE 

The Tow nship of Van Buren respectfully requests permission to continue a 30” sewer out Sumpter 
Road into the township This extension is necessary to provide an outlet for a sewer system for the 
southwest corner of the township , that is. 4500 people 
The sewer in Belleville is part of the County's dow nriver sewer system It cost $14,070,000 of which 
Belleville's share was $217,300 and Van Buren’s share was $403,950. The original phase of con- 
struction stopped within the city limits but the sewer is 7 times as large as is required by the city at 
present and 3 times as big as was purchased by the city for the future. Now, the township wants to 
make use of the portion it paid for But it is necessary to continue the sewer through the city or tie into 
it east of the city and build around the city The latter procedure would mean abandonment of a good 
portion of the township's investment and replacing it with new construction This would move back 
the t ime when township residents would have sewer service 
On August 20. 1973, the Council of the City of Belleville refused permission for Van Buren Township 
to continue its sewer through the city. This refusal was based on a letter from the city engineer 
making this recommendation based on several points. 

In Court on September 19th, the city engineer agreed that the project was feasible if certain 
problems were solved The city attorney indicated that if the engineers for the city and the township 
got together, something could probably be worked out The township engineer has, therefore, 
resolved the problems indicated, point by point, and changed the township design accordingly He 
has done this work in conjunction with the city engineer 
In recent years, a spirit of cooperation between the people of Bellevilleand the people of Van Buren 
has been obvious It is evidenced by such things as the recreation programs, the planned use of the 
park and lake, the cooperation between police and fire departments and the help of the township dog 
warden In two cases, the township voluntarily agreed to annexations to the city when it helped the 
properly owners and the city without apparent harm to the township. It seems inconceivable that the 
township should be compelled to abandon a sewer built in cooperation with the city ; that the township 
should pay again for the sewer needed while delaying the service to its citizens for at least a year. 

The township began this project by working with the county D P W and was assured by them that 
this was all that was needed since the work was entirely in the county right-of-way. This was an 
honest mistake, for which we apologize The township people, however, should not he so severely hurt 
by such a mistake Since any action that will further delay this project will be as serious as a denial. 

Ilie township asks that a definite approval be given at the October First meeting of the City Council so

p.m., weekdays, and a few 
hours on Sundays. 

"With enough volunteers, 
we can open late-night hours, 
possibly from 5 p.m. to 11 p.m. 
weekdays.” 

Volunteers trained in crisis 
counseling will not engage in 
detailed psychiatric coun- 
seling. but will be trained to 
channel the person with a 
problem to the agency which 
best can solve the problem. 

"If it’s drug related, there's 
a good possibility the coun- 
selor can set up on ap- 
pointment for the person with 
me during the day,” Melnick 
said. "If it’s a problem

"For the most part, the 
crisis counselors will operate 
as ‘intake’ people for the 
professional staff’.

Two Belleville bridges closed 
because of damage by erosion 


A $1.5 million project to 
transform Belleville Lake 
from a "trush fish pool" to a 
game fish bonanza for 
recreational progress was 
scrapped late yesterday to 
save two "crumbling" 
■bridges , and avert a gas line 
eruption. 

The dilemma surfaced 
Sunday when workmen 
detected erosion damage to 
the soft shoulders of the 
Belleville and Denton road 
bridges — which span across 
Belleville Lake. 

Earlier, officials of the 
Department of Natural 
Resources <DNR> said a final 
decision on whether to con- 
tinue the lake reclamation 
project would come "in about 
10 davs.” 

BUT LATE YESTERDAY, 
DNR Director A Gene Gazlay 
said the decision to "scrap" 
the project was made because 
of the fear that more damage 
would be caused to the 
Belleville and Denton road 


bridges. 

"We reached our final 
decision after conferring with 
state engineers at the scene," 
the state director told The 
Enterprise-Roman 

Furthermore, he added, 
continuing to drain water 
from the lake would heighten 
the chances of rupturing an 
eight inch high pressure gas 
line which serves Belleville. 

"OUR FIRST concern must 
be for the public’s safety — 
and that means we'll have to 
curtail the ^recreational 
project at Belleville Lake," he 
added 

Gazlay said his department 


would attempt to explain the 
state's decision to slop the 
project at a public meeting 
scheduled for 8 p.m. Friday at 
the Belleville High School 
audtiroium. 

Belleville Mayor Royce E. 
Smith earlier rapped the 
DNR's method of operation; 
and in particular, for not 
having inspected the two 
bridge-road structures before 
initiating the drainage 
project. 

The DNR lake draining 
project, financed by the state, 
began Sept. 17. It came to an 
end Sunday when the shoulder 
of the two roads leading into 


the bridges cracked one to 
three feet awav

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Warren councilwoman says it will 

Capital punishment. .will it deter crime? 



Does the state have the right to take the life 
of an individual for having committed a crime 
against humanity? 

The California legislature apparently 
thinks so . .and so does Lillian Klimecki 
Damns, a member of the Warren. Mich., city 
council. 

California Gov Ronald Reagan, long an 
advocate of capital punishment as a deterrent 
to crime, is expected to sign a measure this 
week to restore capital punishment in the 
golden state. 

IN VOIC ING his approval of the legislation, 
the California governor said: "There is no 
telling how many lives of law-abiding citizens 


and their families this legislation will save. 
It’s the people’s will..." 

The measure, spearheaded by California 
Assemblyman George Deukmejian, would 
make the death penalty mandatory for the 
first-degree murder of a prison guard or an 
off-duty peace officer. 

At the same time, Deukmejian’s assembly- 
passed legislation stipulates mandatory 
death sentences after next Jan. 1 for cases of 
murder for hire, multiple murders or first- 
degree murder by a defendant with a prior 
first degree conviction, murder of a witness in 
a criminal case and train-wrecking resulting 
in death. 


IT WOULD ALSO require executions for 
first degree murders occurring in the act of a 
robbery, burglary of an occupied residence, 
rape, kidnapping and lewd conduct involving 
a child under 14. 

Whenever the trumpets are sounded for 
capital punishment, we hear from the other 
side that capital punishment is savage and 
hearlless — but no one seems to offer comfort 
to the family of a loved one who fell victim to 
a first-degree crime. What about their rights? 

Several weeks ago the bodies of scores of 
young boys were unearthed in Houston, 
Texas... victims of a bizarre sex case. 
Whether the threat of capital punishment 


would have averted the tragedy is 
debatable but tell that to the grieving 
parents. 

Mrs Dannis, a fiery member of the Warren 
council, in her campaign to get a capital 
punishment advisory vote on last month’s 
primary ballot in Warren, said: "Unless we 
take the necessary steps to stop the senseless 
killings in our cities — then who will be safe?" 

AND BASED ON the resounding support for 
capital punishment In Warren’s advisory 
vote. Mrs. Dannis has a lot of support — the 
same kind of support that triggered the 
California legislature to restore capital 
punishment for the golden state.

The state spends 
your taxed money 


One hundred sixty dollars and ninety-two 
cents does not sound like much money when 
we speak of the spending of the Michigan 
State Government. But it is approximately 
the Michigan real average weekly earning of 
employees in manufacturing. When does the 
State of Michigan spend this $160.92? They 
spend this amount. . . 

every second of every minute of every 
day in the 1973-74 fiscal year. This is com- 
puted using a 24-hour day and a 7-day week. 
Assuming that all the money is spent in an 8- 
hour day.

Stresses classroom dilemma 


To the Editor: I have been a teacher for the 
past seven years and I feel that parents have 
a right to know about the over-crowded 
conditions mushrooming in their schools. 

Each day the students of the Van Buren 
Schools experience the same frustration you 
did when you went shopping in a crowded 
store, found the item you wanted, and had to 
wait fifteen minutes for your turn with the 
only clerk in the department. 

As an example, when a second grader must 
wait 15 minutes while the teacher makes the 
rounds to see if he has made an "s" correctly 
in writing class, all eagerness for learning 
has disappeared during this exaspirating 
wait. 

Teachers of this district are faced with a 
contradiction which is worsening each year. 
They realize that instruction must be geared 
toward the individual differences in each 
child Just as each child does not learn to w’alk 
on the same day of his life, each child is not 
ready to learn the 5 times table on the same 
day. 


Teachers want to reach each individual 
child to develop his self worth; this is what 
they have been trained to do. This is why they 
took the job. At the same time classrooms are 
becoming more and more crowded. Some 
teachers have found their class sizes up as 
much as 25 percent in the past few years. 
School time is limited, the amount of time 
given to each individual is limited, and child 
frustration is boundless 
In short, as class size has jumped, so have 
frustration, boredom, and anger for the 
children. No matter how dedicated the 
teacher, it is a mathematical impossibility for 
him to give the children the same amount of 
individual attention that was available in this 
district five years ago. 

Each child is sent to school by his parents ' 
as an individual. What are his chances of 
maintaining and developing that precious 
individuality as class sizes grow?

There are 58 'forest specimens spread across 
Michigan, the City of Wayne included, that 
qualify for the national Social Register of Big 
Trees, and almost half of them can be viewed 
through the windshield by fall color tourists, 
according to Automobile Club of Michigan 

Michigan has more national championship 
trees certified by the American Forestry 
Association than any other continental state 
except Florida, w hich has 69, Hawaii is the only 
state — with 203 champions — that surpasses 
Florida 

"Persons who plan trips to view Michigan’s 
big trees this fall will be seeing them in their 
rpost colorlul setting." states Joseph Ratke, 
Auto Club touring manager 

MICHIGAN’S COUNTRYSIDE is at its 
radiant best during the fall — when woods and 
fields change from summer green to a brilliant 
sea of red. orange, purple, scarlet and brown. 

Auto Club estimates that 600, 000 Michigan 
families will make special trips from now 
through October to view colors, and they should 
spend at least $50 million. The average couple on 
a weekend color tour in Michigan can expect to 
spend between $75 and $100. 

"Fall color has started to show on the fringes 
ol some forests already." states Ratke. "The 
peak fall color touring season is expected to 
begin in the Upper Peninsula by the end of 
September " 

HOW LONG THE COLOR season lasts in any 
area depends on the weather Cold weather with 
heavy frost and strong winds means a short 
season Warm weather with sunny days helps 
color remain in an area up to two weeks. 


"TWENTY-FIVE OF Michigan’s 58 national 
championship trees are roadside specimens 
since most can be viewed from the car once 
located," Ratke adds. 

Trees earn their titles as champions based on 
three measurements: circumference, height and 
spread at the crown.

Proposes honorary citizenship for two Russian dissidents 


WASHINGTON Freshman Rep Robert J Huber, R- 
Mich . wants Congress to offer honorary American 
citizenship to Andrei D Sakharov and Alexander I 
Solzhenitsyn, two Russian intellectuals who have demanded 
an end to the repressive policies of the Soviet government 

Sakharov, a physicist, and Solzhenitsyn, an author, 
command world wide reputations in their respective fields 
Both now face possible arrest by the KGB (The Soviet State 
Security Police) for their insistence that the Soviet people be 
allowed to experience the joys of personal freedoms which 
citizeas ot western nations take for granted 

Whatever else Huber has done he has fired a solid shot 
across the bows of the Soviet authorities in Moscow He in- 
troduced a house concurrent resolution and then explained 
his move in the Congressional Record 

WHILE THE GREAT masses of the Soviet people receive 
only a carefully edited account of what goes on in the United 
States, The Kremlin’s own experts on American happenings 
study the Congressional Record with the same care the State 


Department uses in analyzing the articles in Izvestia, 
Pravda and other Soviet publications 
Huber s move clearly struck a responsive cord among 
many congressmen and senators These lawmakers feel the

United States should not grant the Soviet Union most 
lavored-nation trading status until Russia’s Communist 
rulers allow Jews who so desire to migrate to Israel and stop 
persecuting scientists, writers, scholars and artists who 
resist tyranny 

This position has been defined most strongly by Sen Henry 


M Jackson, D-Wash , Now Huber has added a new voice and 
a new approach from the House side. 

ANXIOUS TO REACH an understanding with the Soviet 
leadership on trade matters and disarmament negotiations, 
the Nixon Administration has viewed with some concern the 
increasing criticism in Congress of Russian internal policies. 

Both Sakharov and Solzhenitsyn have won Nobel Prizes 
Huber reviewed Iheir distinguished careers and said: 

"These two giant personalities, by their steadfast faith in 

the right of man to intellectual freedom, recently gained the 
admiration of their compatriots as well as an ever increasing 
number of formerly indifferent peoples in other countries 

“AS EVERYONE well knows, it is not easy to stand up and

If an animal inflicts a wound 
on anyone, the doctor urges 
that the animal be isolated in 
some fashion or its carcass 
held for authorities. Tests will 
show if the animal was rabid 
and whether or not a lengthy 
and painful course of medical 
treatment is necessary. 

“Children should be taught 
to enjoy and respect nature, 
but to leave the animals alone, 
for the animals’ sake and their 
own good health,”he stresses.

The first step is 
to bring pork purchases home 
promptly and place them in 
the meat compartment or 
coldest part of the 
refrigerator Fresh pork, 
prepackaged for self-service, 
should be stored in the 
refrigerator in the original 
wrapping not to exceed two 
days, or it may be frozen (at 0 
degrees F. or lower) without 


rewrapping and stored in the 
freezer one to two weeks. For 
longer freezer storage the 
original package should be 
overwrapped with special 
freezer material. Smoked 
pork, such as hams, picnics 
and shoulder rolls (butts), 
should be stored in original 
wrapper in the refrigerator 
not to exceed two weeks or in 
the freezer not longer than tw o 
months.

Sumpter Township is among 
the areas with the lowest 
social and economic levels of 
179-communities in the 
Metropolitan Detroit area. 

According to a report 
prepared by the United 
Community Services (UCS>. a 
Torch Drive fund distributing 
agency. Sumpter is on a level 
with Pontiac and large por- 
tions of Detroit on a social- 
economic index used by the 
agency to determine need of 
community services. 

At the same time. Romulus 
and Huron Townships are 
judged to be ah “below 
average” social and economic 
levels while Belleville is at an 
“average” social and 
economic level and Van Buren 
Township is judged to be 
“above average” in social and 
economic levels. 

THE UCS-PREPARED the 


report from 1970 U S. Census 
statistics, combining in- 
formation on home value, 
family income, occupational 
levels of community members 
and educational status of 
community members to make 
the social-economic deter- 
mination. 

The survey was taken 
among 159 communities in 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties, including 59 sub- 
communities in Detroit. 

According to the report, 
Sumpter has a low ratio 
professionally-trained citizen 
and a low level of citizens who 
have completed four years of 
college combined with high 
levels of citizens who engage 
in non-skilled professions and 
a high level of citizens who 
have not completed college. 

At the same time, it has a 
“below average” median 


family income and a “below 
average “median home value. 

HURON AND Romullus 
fared a little better, with 
Huron combining a “below 
average” ratio of college 
educated citizens with “a low 
average” number old citizens 
who did not complete high 
school, a “below average” 
level of professionally-trained 
employes and an “above 
average” number of non- 
skilled laborers with 


“average” home value and 
family income to reach the 
“below average” social- 
economic level. 

Romulus was found (o have 
“low” ratio of college 
educated citizens, “below 
average” home value and 
professionally-trained 
citizens, “average” home 
value and “above average” 
numbers of non-skilled 
citizens and citizens who did 


not complete college to be 
declared “below average” on 
a social - economic level. 

Belleville, with its “avera” 
home value”, average’* 
family income, “average” 
number of professionally 
trained citizens, “above 

average” numbers of non- 
skilled employes and college 
educated citisens and “below 
average” numbers of citizens 
who did not complete high 


school was judged to be 
“average” on a social- 
economic level. 

To reach its “above 
average” status, Van Buren 
was judged to have “above 
average” family incomes, 
home values and numbers of 
high school dro-outs, 
“average” numbers of college 
education citizens and 
“below” numbers of 
professionally-trained and 
none-skilled employes.

welcome trainees into J dictatorship ' 

'One of the big things we try to teach the trainees 
is that they have to be courteous.' 


Sheriffs 

By CAROL THOMAS 
Enterprise-Roman Staff Writer 
Trainees at the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department Police Academy are welcomed into 
a dictatorship - not a democracy - when they 
arrive for their seven weeks of intensive 
training. 

But with rigorous studies, and training ad- 
ministrators hope they can teach them that 
being a policeman means more than just 
carrying a gun and a badge 
The academy located in Inkster’s Milton 
Middle School near the road patrol division 
headquarters on Henry Ruff in Westland was 
formed in 1971 to train sheriff’s department 
officers, but since it takes 25 to make a class, 
other area departments were invited to send 
their newly-hired policemen for training, ac- 
cording to administrative assistant Peter Wilson 
THE STATE demands and pays for 280 hours 
of training for every policeman before he is 
allowed to wear a badge, Sgt. Richard Koch from 


the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department said 
The Middle School building section is rented 
for the academy and instructors are brought in 
from various area police departments and 
educational institutions 
Trainees receive instruction in criminal law', 
search and seizure, evidence, traffic in- 
vestigation, narcotics investigation as well as 
the mechanics of police work and physical 
training. Koch said 

“One of the big things we try to teach the 
trainees is that they have to be courteous, they 
have to be human,” Koch added “If they do 
something bad. it can come back on them and 
their whole department. 

“WE’RE REALLY heavy on courtesy in this 


academv-because what we’ve got going against 
us as police is the police themselves 

The seven-to-nine week course closely 
resembles military basic training, Wilson said 
All instructors are referred to as “Sir” before 
the trainee speaks, and sleeping in class results 
in immediate expulsion, according to a list of 
rules. 

Many instructors for basic police science 
classes come from the sheriffs department, but 
Bruce Danto, head of the Detroit Polide 
Department’s Suicide Prevention unit, a Wayne 
County Assistant Prosecutor Rheo Marchand. 
the sheriff’s legal adviser Terry Boyle, and 
agents from the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. the Secret Service and the state 


police are called in to teach various elements of 
law and psychology 

Officers from Westland and Inkster police 
departments teach classes, too. 

THE ACADEMY has been functioning since 
February, 1971, and has graduated seven 
classes. Another class might start in January, 
Wilson said 

When the sheriffs dept receives enough of its 
own recruits and requests from area depart- 
ments, a class is collected lor a session. 

Most of the trainees are from local depart- 
ments. but they can come from all over the state. 
The sheriffs academy is one of 15 police 
academies in Michigan 

It costs approximately $275 to $300 to train a 
policeman, and the entire bill is footed by the 
state. Wilson said 

While a trainee is taking classes at the 
academy, however, he is on paid duty time from 
his own department, he added

How’ do we know’ when 
there’s too little of it? 

By having a humidiistat in 
the home is one way. But only 
a small percentage of houses 
have them.

Relative humidity is the 
amount of moisture in the air 
compared with the amount of 
moisture which ait- at that 
temperature could hold at a 
certain temperature, the 
relavive humidity is 50 per 
cent 

CHANGE THE temperature 
and you also change .the 
relative humidity, since warm 
air can hold more moisture 
than cold air. 

Too little humidity is a 
troublemaker. As the relative 
humidity of air is lowered, it 
begins to steal moisture from 
everything it touches - the 
furniture, parts of the 
building, even your body. 
Wood shrinks, paint cracks, 
floors separate and crack, 
paintings check and veneers 
peel, to name just a few’ of the 
results of excessive dryness. 

People are more susceptibel 
to respiratory infections when 
low humidity dries the mucous 
membranes lining the nasal 
passages. 

There are differing opinoins 
about precise necessary 
humidity levels, but it is 
generally believed that when 
the inside temperature is at 
70. the relative humidity 
should be 50 per cent for 
human comfort. 

WHEN IT IS at 71, the 
humidity should be 40 per 
cent; at 72, it should be 30 per 
cent. 

How do we correct con- 
ditions of too-low humidity? 
By adding moisture to the air. 
Grandma did it to a degree by 
placing pans of water on the 
radiators when the heat was 
on. 

Today, it is felt that we 
should add one gallon of water 
per room per day under most 
conditions. And the best way 
this can be done is with a 
humidifier.

Nature center building 
seen as top park draw 


One of the most modern 
Nature Center Buildings in 
Southeastern Mich- 
igan will soon be under 
construction at the new 1,700- 
acre Oakwoods Metropark 
under development near Flat 
Rock. 

The $240,277.00 structure is 
expected to be a major at- 
traction at Oakwoods 
Metropark, with public use 
planned for the fall of 1974, 
according to William E. 
Kreger, Wayne County’s 
representative on the seven- 
member Board of Com- 
missioners of the Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan (Park) 
Authority. 

A contract for the building 
was awarded to the Egan 
Construction Company of 
Detroit Sept. 18. Funds for the 
project were received from 
the state recreational bond 
monies approved by the voters 
of Michigan in 1968 and ad- 
ministered by the Department 
of Natural Resources in 
Lansing. Architect for the 
Nature Center was Jack 
Weston Yops, of Wyandotte 
(48192). 

THE SITE selected for the 
nature study area covers 350 
acres bordering the Huron 
River and backwaters of the 
Flat Rock impoundment 
which has several bavous. 
wooded islands and marsh- 
lands. This water feature 
combined with an adjacent 
fine stand of hardwood trees 
provides an outstanding site 
for a nature interpretive area, 
Kreger said. 

# The design of the 6,800 
square-foot Nature Center 
Building includes separate 
rooms for exhibits, lectures to 
groups by park naturalists, an 
observation room overlooking 
the Huron River plus an 
aquarium, indoor turtle pond, 
lobby and restrooms. One of 
the unique features will be a 
combination lunch and 
classroom for school groups 
visiting Oakw'oods Metropark, 
Kreger said. 

The main purpose of the 
Nature Center Building is the 
orientation of visitors to the 
interpretive area, he said, 
both for the general public and

Their safety is questioned 

New storm brews on sweeteners 


A renewed scientific storm 
is brewing in Washington over 
the safety of artificial 
sweeteners, certain to give 
pause to diet conscious 
residents — as well as people 
all over the country — who 
like to have their sweets and 
eat them too 

There is new research in- 
dicating that cyclamate — 
banned four years ago as a 


cancer-causing agent in 
animals — was accused 
falsely. 

Saccharin, shoved into the 
void cyclamate left, stands 
accused of causing cancer in 
laboratory animals. Already 
slightly restricted in use, it too 
now faces possible banish- 
ment from the nation’s diet. 

BUT HOWEVER the future 
of the food additives is 


resolved in the next months, 
the decisions probably will 
bring protest from one or 
another of the special interest 
groups involved 

Artificial sweeteners are the 
mainstay of an estimated $1 
billion annual food additive 
industry. 

Some consumer advocates 
are convinced the sweeteners 


pose sufficient threat to 
society to warrant banish- 
ment. despite new research. 

The questions about 
cyclamate and saccharin 
safety are similar to those 
raised in recent years about 
monosodium glutamate, a 
flavor enhancer, and nitrite, a 
meat preservative. They 
scientists and federaly 


regulatory officials: how safe 
is safe enough? 

MANY OF THE safety tests 
for food additives are 
potentially inaccurate. All are 
difficult to reproduce exactly 
from laboratory to laboratory. 
Most are subject to different 
interpretations by experts. 

Producing a response to a 
food additive in a test animal 
often requires a dose hundreds 


or even thousands of times 
greater than normal human 
consumption. 

In a typical study, 
cyclamates made up 7.5 per 
cent of the entire diet given to 
rats. To consumer that 
amount of cyclamate, a 
human would have to drink 
several hundred bottles of a 
soft drink each dav.

Since it was too late to contact A1 Bush, head of the 
Michigan High School Athletic Association, last night and 
say. You guys must be kidding. A1 " I did get a man who 
was right in the midst of the above described controversy,

•The decent thing for them (MHSAA) to do I feel was to 
call me and let me tell our side of the story,” said Sudman 
after learning of the probationary status of the school. "If 
that is so. they have convicted us without due process. They 
have none of the facts that I, as coach, have to offer.

Ford cheers blackout ban 


An area legislator today- 
hailed the passage of a bill to 
ban professional sports 
television blackouts. 

The bill, passed by an 
overwhelming vote of 366*37 in 
the Michigan House of 
Representatives, will prohibit 
television blackouts in the 
home team’s area if all seats 
are sold out three days prior to 
a game. 

Congressman William D- 
Ford (D-Michigan) said: 

“The passage of this bill will 
make it possible for thousands 
of Lions fans on a 
workingman’s budget, to 


watch games they would have 
otherwise been unable to see. 
At the same time, it will not 
hamper the legitimate in- 
terest of professional sports 
because it will apply to sell-out 
games.’’ 

Ford has been a longtime 
supporter of this legislation. 
Since 1971 he also has been 
advocating legislation to ban 
professional sports from 
closed circuit television 

“Professional sports have 
prospered tremendously 
during the past decade,” Ford 
said. And they will continue to 
do so. The legislation we 
passed merely assures that 


the people who have helped 
professional sports prosper - 
the sports fans - will have the 
opportunity to watch their 
favorite teams play on 
television when no tickets are 
available.” 

Ford said that the new 
legislation will be effective for 
three years. 

The three-year period 
represented a compromise 


between the House version, 
which originally called for 
permanent ban, and the 
Senate version, which 
provided for a one-year ex- 
perimental period. 

After the compromise was 
agreed to and passed by the 
House, the bill was promptly 
adopted by the Senate and 
sent to the White House for the 
President’s signature.
